250,000 Mourn 
Dead President 
In West Berlin 

BERLIN (AP) — A tearful 
crowd of 250,000 West Berliners 
gathered in John F. Kennedy 
Square Monday night for a final 
farewell to the man who won 
their affection only five months I 
ago with the words “I am a' 
Berliner.” 

They cried unashamedly as 
the sound of taps rolled across 
the square from two bugles— 
one answering the other — in 
memory of the American presi- 
dent they regarded as friend 
brother. 

Above the platform from 
which he had spoken amid wild 
jubilation in June there was 
now only his portrait, flanked 
by two palms that waved gently 
in the cold night wind. 

Never before has divided Ber- 
lin seen such an outpouring of 
grief as in the five days since 
the death of Kennedy. The vast 
crowd assembled at the call of 
Mayor Willy Brandt, who was 
in Washington for the Presiden- 
tial funeral. 

Deputy Mayor Heinrich Al- 
bertz eulogized Kennedy as a 
“brother of the Berliners.” He 
concluded the tribute by renam- 
ing the square in front of City 
Hall for the president. Police 
slowly undraped new street 
signs bearing his name.
